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Stanford Dean Delivers 
First Convocation Speech 


Education and Social Change in the World Today will be 
discussed at Summer Session’s first convocation next Tuesday, 
June 30, by Dr. I. James Quillen, dean of the school of educa- 


tion at Stanford University. 
Quillen, who is author and co- 
author of a number of published 
works, will speak in the Men’s 
Gym at 10 a.m. He holds an M.A. 
and Ph.D. in American history 
from Yale University. 

His international activities in- 
clude serving as an official of the 
UNESCO Secretariat in Paris dur- 
ing 1948 and 1949. He was also 
a member of the Committee on 
Internationa! Exchange of Persons 
of the Conference Board of Asso- 
ciated Research Councils from 
1957-1960. 

He has served on several edu- 
cational advisory boards in the 
state and on a national level. In 
1944 he was president of the Na- 
tional Council for the Social 
Studies. 

Quillen is now serving as a 
member of the Committee on 
Accreditation and of the Advisory 
Panel on the Teaching of the Bill 
of Rights of the California State 
Board of Education. 

Among his published works are 
Education for Social Competence, 
Living in Our Communities, Liv- 
ing in Our America und American 
Values and Problems Today. 

Prior to taking up his academic 
duties at Stanford, Quillen headed 
the social studies department in 
Selbyville, Deleware, public 
schools, taught at Colorado State 
College of Education, and direct- 
ed social studies curriculum at 
Menlo School and Junior Colleges. 

In 1942 he was awarded the 
George Washington Egleston His- 
torical Prize from Yale Univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Harold Roberts, head of the 
department of educational adminis- 
tration, is the chairman of the first 
convocation. Two other convoca- 
tions have been scheduled for 
Summer Session, according to Dr.

Dean Expects Increase 


Of 10% In 


Enrollment 


Over 5,000 are expected to register for classes offered during 
the regular Summer Session, Dr. H. J. McCormick, dean of 
the summer session and education services, announced today. 


“The 1964 summer program 
has been planned to accom- 
modate approximately 10 per cent 
more stadents than the program of 
the previous summer,” McCor- 
mick explained. 

There were 5,009 individuais 
taking part in the 1963 summer 
program with a total of %,245 
enrolled in all of the sessions. Of 
the total number, 1,236 enrolled 
in more than one session. 

Registration for the six-week 
summer session starts today and 
continues through tomorrow only. 
A late fee of $5 will be charged 
on all new registrations in the six- 
week session tomorrow. Registra- 
tion today will be held from 7 
to 2 p.m. in the Physical 
Education building. 

This is the second year in which 
students will enroll according to 
scrambled alphabetical order. 

Registrations for evening classes 
will be accepted during the general 
registration today from 7 a.m. to 
2 p.m. in the Men's (Gym. They

Registration for the post-ses- 
sions will take place on the first 
day of classes, August 3 or 17, in 
the Physical Education building. 
Registration time is 8:15 to 9:30 
a.m. for students who filed a Re- 
quest to Register, and 9:30 to 10 
a.m. for students who did not file 
one. 

Post - session students are re- 
quested to file a Request to Regis- 
ter form provided on the back 
page of the Summer Session cata- 
log. It should be filed as far in 
advance of August 3 as possible. 

Registration for the Lake Tahoe 
Session which will be held at 
South Tahoe High School in Al 
Tahoe, will be conducted on July 
6, 20 and August 3 beginning 
at 8 a.m. for each of the two-week 
segments of the session. 

First day classes will meet im- 
mediately following registration. 
Enroliment at the Tahoe session 
ranged from 160 to 342 last year, 
McCormick said. 

Of those who enrolled in sum- 
mer sessions last year, 57.4 per 
cent were either engaged in or 
preparing for school services as 
teachers or specialists. 

There were 199 faculty mem- 
bers engaged in teaching during 
the 1963 session. Of these 162 
were regulzr members of the facul- 
ty and 37 were classified as visit- 
ing professors.

The Sound Of Music is a true 
story about the Austrian Trapp 
family who fied Austria in 1938 
as refugees from the Nazis. The 
Trapp family was made up of 
seven children and their father, 
Captain Georg von Trapp, a 
widower. 

Into their life came Maria Rai- 
ner, who is hired to take care of 
the Captain's children. Despite 
their father’s resistance, Maria 
teaches the children to sing as a 
group and eventually the Captain 
gives in. He falls in love with 
Maria and marries her. 

With their possessions confis- 
cated by the Nazis, the family 
came to America in 1939 and 
earned their living from singing. 
Billed as The Trapp Family Sing- 
ers, they were famous on the con- 
cert stages of America during the 
early years of the war. 

The show is sprinkled with de- 
lightful songs, so typical of Rod- 
gers and Hammerstein. Among 
them are Maria; Do Re Me; Climb 
Every Mountain; My Favorite 
Things and the title song.
